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The Terrible Tempered Mr. Bang- 
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Prom pt Action on Taxes 
Now that the senate has come to consideration of the income 
tax measure, nearly everybody wants to see action. 
Senate leaders want to get the measure through by lr ebruary 
IO. They say that is the latest date which will allow time enough 
to get the new tax blanks distributed and returned by March 15, 
as usual. To the demand for postponement of the tax returns and 
the first instalment until April I. they reply that besides being 
irregular and confusing, this would get the treasury into trouble, 
because it needs $600,000,000 to meet short term obligations ma­ 
turing March 15, and has no other convenient way to raise the 
money than the anticipated income tax payment on that date. 
Two weeks is a short time, perhaps, for the consideration of 
so vital a measure as this revenue bill. But it has been under con­ 
sideration unofficially for months. Nearly all of the senators pre­ 
sumably know what is in it, and what they think of if, and about 
how much chance they have to obtain any desired changes. 
Some earnest critics talk of obstruction such as was practiced 
in the debate on the world court. That will bring little public ap­ 
proval, whatever merit there may be in the contention of the 
obstructing minority. 
The situation calls for co-t perative action and compromise, 
lather than filibustering. The I road outlines of the revised house 
measure pending in the senate seem fairly satisfactory to the I 
country. Prom ptness may be more useful than perfection. 
The 
measure can be revised again next year ,if necessary.

Clarifying Law 
A commission of American jurists will meet this year at Rio 
de Janeiro, with rpresentalives from the Latin-American conn 
tries, under the auspices of the Pan-American Union, to begin 
codifying international law for the western hemisphere. 
Canada, 
although not represented, will be keenly interested in the under­ 
taking. 
Meanwhile a commission of experts from many countries has 
assembled at Geneva, Switzerland, under tfie auspices of the 
btegtie of nations, to start the big job of codifying international 
mw for the world as a whole, particularly the eastern hemisphere. 
In that task it will make use of a report submitted by the Ameri­ 
can Society of International Law. 
The American Bar association 
views both undertakings with interest and approval. 
International law is a great, formless, indefinite thing, made 
up of old principles, practices, traditions and precedents, and modi­ 
fied continually by new treaties. 
It particularly needs to be re­ 
duced to a simple, definite code which can be understood every­ 
where by everybody. 
Half the problem of law observance is to 
have it made dear what the law is. 
When the laws of nations have been thus clarified, it would 
be a fine thing to have a big legal inventory and housecleaning in 
this country, boiling down our thousands of laws, state and 
national, into as simple a code as possible. That was done for the 
Roman empire by Justinian. 
America needs it more than Rome 
ever did.

Absorbing Bus Competition 
The Cleveland street car system , made famous years ago by 
Tom Johnson’s fight for three-cent fare, and operated ever since 
*>y a system of private ownership and public control, reports an 
interesting degree of prosperity. 
It is not worrying any more 
about bus competition. 
The reason for that is illuminating. 
The Cleveland Railway 
company has abolished bus competition, with the consent of the 
city council. But it hasn t abolished the buses. It owns and oper­ 
ates them itself. 
Big motor busses, single-deck and double-deck, are used as 
feeders for the trolley system around the edges of the city, and asj 
substitutes for trolley lines on routes that didn’t or wouldn’t pay 
for expensive electric installation. 
The combination is found to 
work admirably. 
It has cut down a deficit and put the company 
on a sound basis financially, with six-cent fare. It has won back 
thousands of patrons who were lured away by the automobile, and 
are still unwilling to ride in stret cals, but who accept motor 
blisses as a substitute for their own cars.

It is haul for citizens in other states to realize how seriously 
California has gone after cotton-raising honors, 
tion to become an important cotton state has been kept alive by a*hv <r*’K. 
few earnest Californians for 75 years. 
Their efforts are now ,Mn<ult in any Reas' 
bearing rich fruit. 
The department of agriculture says that for several years 
California has produced more cotton than Virginia, the oldest of 
the cotton-producing states. 
California’s yield per acre is the 
highest of any cotton state. 
Last year the average yield of cotton 
for the whole country was 162.3 pounds per acre. 
California’s 
yield was 351 pounds per acre. 
And it is good cotton. 
California 
Acala cotton sells at a premium. 
Certain counties have been set 
aside by state legislation where only Acala may be grown, thus 
protecting that variety from deterioration from intercrossing. 
Furthermore a rigid quarantine against the boll weevil is main­ 
tained. 
The first cotton seed planted rn California was brought into 
the state while the gold rush was still on.

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Prom pt A ction on Taxes 
Now that the senate has come to consideration of tho income 
tax measure, nearly everybody wants to see action. 
Senate leaders want to got the measure through by february 
IO. They say that is the latest date which will allow time enough I 
to get the new tax blanks distributed and returned by March 15, J 
as usual. To the demand for postponement of the tax returns and 
the first instalment until April I, they reply that besides being 
irregular and confusing, this would get the treasury into trouble, 
because it needs $000,000,000 to meet short term obligations ma­ 
turing March 15, and has no other convenient way to raise the 
money than the anticipated income tax payment on that date. 
Two weeks is a short time, perhaps, for the consideration of 
so vital a measure as this revenue bill. But it has been under con- 
sidt ration unofficially for month*. Nearly all of the senators pre 
Blamably know what is in it, and what they think of if, and about 
how much chance they have to obtain any desired changes. 
Some earnest critics talk of obstruction such as was practiced 
in the debate on the world court. That will bring little public ap­ 
proval, whatever merit there may be in the contention of the 
obstructing minority. 
The situation calls for cooperative action and compromise, 
lather than filibustering. Th* I road outlines of the revised house 
measure pending in the senate seem fairly satisfactory to the 
country. Promptness may be more useful than perfection. The 
measure can be revised again next year ,if necessary.

Clarifying Law 
A et mmissi.tn of American jurists will meet this year at Rio 
de Janeiro, with rpresentatives from the La!in-American coun­ 
tries, under the auspices of t h e Pan-American Union, to begin 
codifying international law for the western hemisphere. Canada, 
although not represented, will be keenly interested in the under­ 
taking. 
Meanwhile a commission of experts from many countries has 
assembled at Geneva, Switzerland, under the auspices of the 
liRgtie o f nations, to start the big job of codifying international I taut by lim ited authority. 
iffy, for the world as a whole, particularly the eastern hemisphere. J 
In that task it will make use of a report submitted by the Ameri­ 
can Society of International Law. 
The American Bar association 
views l oth undertakings with interest and approval. 
International law is a great, formless, indefinite thing, made 
up of old principles, practices, traditions and precedents, and modi­ 
fied continually by new treaties. 
It particularly needs to be re­ 
duced to a simple, definite code which can be understood every­ 
where by everybody. 
Half the problem of law observance is to 
have it made clear what the law is. 
When the laws of nations have been thus clarified, it would 
be a fine thing to have a big legal inventory and housecleaning in 
this country, boiling down our thousands of laws, state and 
national, into as simple a code as possible. That was done for the 
Roman empire by Justinian. 
America needs it more than Rome 
eve!* did. 


Absorbing Bus Com petition 
The Cleveland street car system, made famous years ago by 
Tom Johnson’s fight for three-cent fare, and operated ever since 
by a system of private ownership and public control, reports an 
interesting degree of prosperity. 
It is not worrying any more 
about bus competition. 
The reason for that is illuminating. The Cleveland Railway 
company has abolished bus competition, with the consent of the 
c ity council. But it hasn’t abolished the buses. It owns and oper­ 
ates them itself. 
Big motor busses, single-deck and double-deck, are used as 
feeders for the trolley system around the edges of the city, and as j 
substitutes for trolley lines on routes that didn’t or wouldn’t pay 
for expensive electric installation. 
The combination is found to 
work admirably. It has cut down a deficit and put the company 
on a sound basis financially, with six-cent fare. It has won back 
thousands of patrons who were lured away by the automobile, and 
are still unwilling to ride in stret cals, but who accept motor 
busses as a substitute for their own cars.

Cotton A nd Gold 
It is hard for citizens in other states to realize how seriously 
California has gone after cotton-raising honors. 
The determina­ 
tion to become an important cotton state has been kept alive by a 
few earnest Californians for 75 years. 
Their efforts are now 
bearing rich fruit. 
The department of agriculture says that for several years 
California has produced more cotton than Virginia, the oldest of 
the cotton-producing states. 
California’s yield per acre is the 
highest of any cotton state. Last year the average yield of cotton 
for the whole country was 162.3 pounds per acre. 
California’s 
yield w as 351 pounds per acre. 
And it is good cotton. California 
Acala cotton sells at a premium. 
Certain counties have been set 
aside by state legislation where only Acala may be grown, thus 
protecting th at variety from deterioration from intercrossing. 
Furthermore a rigid quarantine against the boll weevil is main­ 
tained. 
The first cotton seed planted in California was brought into 
the state while the gold rush was still on. It was a wise and fore­ 
sighted citizen who took the lime and pains to plant and raise that 
first small cotton crop in the midst of the craze for gold. 
The 
cotton is likely to prove a lasting “gold mine.”
